WRECKED IN A TEMPEST. 


The Terrible Voyage of the Fishing 
Schooner Carl W. Baxter. 


Dismasted 500 Miles Off Sandy Hook—The 
Crew Suffering From Hunger and Exposed 
to the Cold One Man Lost— Passed by Two 
Steamers— Rescued by the Suevia.

New Yor, January 26. — The Gloucester fishing 
schooner, Carl W. Baxter, was dismasted ina tem- 
pest on Sunday last. about 500 miles east of Sandy 
Hook. Her decks were swept of everything mov- 
able by the great seas that washed uer from 
bow to stern, in almost unoroken volumes. and tne 
crew suffered terribly fron cold, hunver and ex- 

ure. One of them was lost. The other eleven 
were rescued from their floating wreck on Wednes- 
day moruing, by Capt. N. C. Franzen of the Ham- 


burg steamer Suevia, which arrived here

PARTICULARS OF THE WRECK AND RESCUES: 

We sailed on Grandmanan Island on a fishing 
cruise a week to-day. On Sunday, between 
Brown's Bank and George's Shoal, in a perfect hur- 
ricane, with a tempestuous sea running, we were 
siruck by a heavy green sea, coming over in a solid 
mass, w carried away both masts and all the 
— — swept Peter Treacher, who was on watch, 
over d. We were unable to rescue 
him. The vessel was so strained that 
she leaked and immediately filled with water, 
Fortunately, the riggi heid the fast 
alongside in the water, which tended to 
schooner t.

hour she was close enough to hail, and after com- 
municating our condition, Captain Franzen called 
that it was the Suevia, and that he would ay by tiil 
daylight, and then take us off.

TOOK Us FROM THE WRECK. 
We were furnished with dry clotuing and every- 
thing we needed. Had we remained on the schoon- 
er another day, none of us would have been alive. 
We were rescued in latitude 41° sorth, longitude 
64°34’ west. The schooner was about 65 tons meas- 
urment, built at Essex, Massa, in 1881. and was 
owned by Pettengull and ham of Glouces- 
ter, Mass."

An Attack on the Very Ark of the 
British Government—Nearly Fifty 
People Injured—The Supposed Per- 
petrators Under Arrest — Hundreds 
of Children Severely Injured — Tre- 
mendous Crowds Gathered About 


the Scenes of the Explosions. , 


Lowpow, January 24. 2:10 P.m™.—An alarming ex- 
plosion has just occurred in the House of Parlia- 


ment. 


The Houses of Parliament and the Government 
offices were shaken and considerable damage was 
done. It is impossible at this moment 
to tell the extent of the damage done. 
The report ot the explosion was 
heard in Downing street. Great excitement pre- 
vails. Enormous crowds are assembling at the 
scene of the explosion. The origin of the explosion 
is wrapped in mystery, but it is believed to have 


been caused by dynamite. There were 
TWO EXPLOSIONS 


instead of one, as at first supposed, at the Parlia- 
ment Houses. The second came about three min- 
utes after the first. One was near the House of 
Commons, the other at Westminster Hall. One 
man was arrested near the scene of the explosion. 


DETECTIVES AT WORK. 


The detective force is hard at work now seeking 
for further developments, which are anxiously 
awaited, particularly by the people in the neigh- 


borhood of Westminster Hall. 
MORE SERIOUS THAN SUPPOSED. 


The explosion occurred close to the House of 
Lords near Westminster Hall. It is reported that 
the explosive was placed in the crypt under the 
building. A policeman was hurt. The force of the 
shock was tremendous and was felt at a great dis- 
tance. The amount of damage done is very great. 


Rumors are current at this hour that 
A CREAT NUMBER OF VISITORS. 


Saturday being the usual visiting day at the 
Houses of Parliament, the buildings contained a 
great number of sight-seers atthe time of the ex- 
plosions. The first explosion occurred in the crypt of 
Westminster Hall. and the second took place in the 
strangers’ gallery in the House of Commons. Im- 
mediately before the first explosion a 


lady visitor, who was alone 


about to enter the buildings, beckoned to a police- 


man and called his attention to

outside the crypt. The policeman picked up the 
package carelessly, not suspecting anything, and 
went with it out into Westminster Hall. He no 
sooner reached the Hall than the package ex- 


ploded. 
THE PEERS GALLERY DEMOLISHED. 


The second explosion in the Parliament Buildings 
occurred three minutes later than the first, and was 
far more destructive. The dynamite which caused 


the second explosion must have been placed 
UNDER THE PEERS’ GALLERY 


on the left side. Little hope is entertained of the 
survival of the wounded policeman. The force of 
the explosion was such that one man was blown to 
the earth 800 yards from the point of the explosion. 
The lobby of the House of Commons was com- 


pletely demalished. 
POLICEMAN COLE'S HEROISM. 


The fuse burned so rapidly and closed so quio kly 
upo n the machine that the officer dropped it. An 
explosion followed almost immediately after. 
One-half of the Hall was wrecked. The 
explosion in the lobby of the House 
of Commons occurred three minutes later 


than the one in Westminister Hail. It came

but that the explosives were placed under the 
peers’ gallery on the Government side of the House. 
All the wood work in that part of the building was 
shattered and a wide hole was made through it. 
The floor of the gallery was displaced and even 
the solid stone work of the doorways was either 
pulverized or shifted from its position. Every 
pane of glass in the house was smashed to 
atoms. The gallery benches were overturned and 
broken and the gallery generally dismantled. 


DESTRUGTION COMPLETE,

Four persons were badly injured, including two 
policemen fatally wounded. The lady who was in 
the Hall and spied the infernal machine called the 
attention of Policeman Cole, on duty at the time, to 
it. Officer Cole rushed to the spot, seized the ma- 
chine and attempted to extinguish the fuse, but he 
was not quick enough. 


THE CROWD FRENZID. 


The crowd outside’ the walls have been wrought 
up toa state of frenzy against the perpetrators of 
the outrage. 


THE GLASS ROOF SHATTERED. 


The glass roof of the House of Commons was 
completely shattered. The clock in the House 
stopped at precisely 2:13 p. m. A heavy beam 
which formed one of the supports to the gallery 
was projected into the Speaker's chair, seriously 
injufing it. Gladstone's seat was torn to pieces. 
POLICE AND TROOPS UNDER ARMS. 

The city is in a frenzied state of excitement. The 
whole police force is on duty and the troops in and 
around the city are underarms. Police patrols 
stationed every where in close 
proximity to each otber and a cordon 
of police has been drawn around every 
public building. Chief Superintendent Williamson, 
of Scotland Yard, personally inspected thé scenes 
of the explosions, as have also Inspectors Living- 
stone and Kelly. 


4 CANADIAN UNDER ARREST. 


One of the wounded policemen is dying. Severa 
men have been arrested, but are believed to be in- 
nocent of any connection with the horrible out- 
rages. The man taken into custody in the vicinity 
of Westminster Hall is a Canadian. 
apparently a seafarer. He was thoroughly searched, 
but nothing of an incriminating nature found. The 
Queen telegraphed for particulars of the explosions 
to Sir William Harcourt.

The fact that an unusual number of ladies visited 
the Parliament building to-day, has 
given rise to the suspicion that the 
miscreants who perpetrated the outrage 
were either women, or men in women's disguise, It 
is now remembered by the attendants about the 
buildings that parcels were carried by many 
women, and they seemed to bestow unusual care In 
guarding them.

A BILL has been introduced into the Missouri 
Legislature to institute a system of human 
chattel slavery, irrespective of sex, race, color 
or previous condition of servitude. It author- 
izes the local authorities, in lieu of fines and 
imprisonments now imposed for misdemeanors, 
to sell at public vendue any or all persons con- 
victed of misdemeanors, and it also imposes on 
the authorities the duty of compelling the 
slaves to work obediently and faithfully for 
the purchasers. This bill must have come 
from a place called Way Back, and if the au- 
thor will come to St. Louis on a visit to Krao, 
or exchange photographs with her, she may be 
able to recognize the family strawberry mark.

Tue Chicago courts have decided that a 
saloon-keeper has no right to bounce a free 
luncher without first giving him due and 
adequate warning of his hostile intent. The 
legal issue seems to hinge upon the fact that 
the saloon-keeper advertised a ‘‘free lunch,” 
saying nothing in his advertisement about the 
necessity of buying drinks as an off- 
set to the food consumed. The Judge 
held that “a free lunch” could not 
be construed to mean a lunch dependent 
upon the purchase of beer. This decision should 
be borne in mind by the St. Louis saloon pat- 
rons, as it guarantees the rights of a large and 
increasing section of the community, who have 
weakly permitted themselves to do bulldozed 
into the purchase of beer when the dramshop- 
keeper had no legal rights in the premises what-

ETIQUETTE AND CRIME. 

In the discussion in the City Council last 
night over the resolution indorsing the move- 
ment to abolish convict contract labor in Mis- 
souri, and calling the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to the matter, a new argument was struck 
out by Councilman CuMMINGS, to the effect that 
it would be contrary to official etiquette to pass 
such a resolution. 

It is the city of St. Louis that feels the com- 
petition of this white slavery more closely than 
any other point of the State, and if it is any- 
body’s business to protest against the barbarous 
system that makes the law-breaker a machine 
to impoverish the wage earner, it is ours—and 
in no way can the protest of the city be 
as properly voiced as by the Municipal Assem- 
bly. The Assembly does not go out of its 
proper sphere when it tells the Legislature that 
a vicious and short-sighted prison competition 
is a wrong to the workingmen of St. Louis and 
a nuisance which should be abated. 

Why should the State call upon the St. Louis 
shoemakers and saddlers to stand more than 
their share of the burden of maintaining Mis- 
souri convicts? There is nothing inherently 
criminal or wrong in being a shoemaker or a 
saddler; nothing to warrant the imposition 
of a burden upon them from which other wage- 
earners are free. 

It has been a pet penitentiary theory that 
convicts can be made self-sustaining, and that 
the sole purpose of a prison is to furnish con- 
tract labor. Convicts are housed and kept at 
the public expense, and when this mass of 
slave labor is let cheap to contractors, its prod- 
uct can be sold cheaper than the product of 
honest labor. The result is, of course, that 
honest labor must accommodate itself to Peni- 
tentiary prices—or go hungry. The convicts 
are self-sustaining, only when their sustenance 
is wrung outof an unfair competition with 
free labor. 

There is only one honest course to pursue, 
and that is to adjust this burden of crime and 
its punishment to the whole community—not 
to a part. The problem of dealing with con- 
vict labor in precisely the right way has yet to 
be solved. But it certainly is not right for 
the State, as the owner of this slave labor, to 
work it in unfair and ruinous competition with 
the free labor of particular handicrafts in her 
cities. The highways. andthe waterways of 
the State require enough improvement to keep 
all our convict labor remuneratively busy for 


many years to come. 


THE INDIAN’S FRIENDS. 

Concer of Michigan is filling the Senate 
chamber with his howls against any and all 
movements looking to the occupation of lands 
in the Indian Territory by white farmers.

He was one 
of the men who favored the policy of forcibly 
dispossessing the Indians everywhere else and 
removing them against their will to the Indian 
Territory. That was one of the meanest 
of all the sectional outrages that 
were ever attempted. The unanimous 
protest of the Congressmen of all the 
adjacent States defeated it. Their unanimous 
determination that what he would make the 
permanent asylum of tribal savagery shall be 
opened to citizenship and civilization, will also 
prevail against ConcERr’s protests. 

The advice of Gen. Groner Crook, of the 
Mohonk Indian Conference and of all whose 
testimony is entitled to most weight from their 
civil or military experience in Indian affairs 
or the management of Indian reservations, is 
that the old reservation system must go; that 
it merely protects the Indian a while longer 
from contact with the resistless pressure of a 
progressive civilization, without preparing him 
gradually to meet it and survive; that United 
States citizenship, land in severalty, and a 
well regulated kindergarten training in farm- 
ing and stock raising, with the example of 
good white neighbors before his eyes, are the 
only means of preserving the Indian from a 
cruel extinction and making him a thrifty 
graft upon a civilization that must otherwise 
uproot and destroy him.

CCA, January 22.—I took a run down to 
Springfield the other day to look at “that man 
Haines. and see how he runs the thing, For more 
than a fortnight past, the central figure in Illinois 
has been this inaividual, named Haives—Elijab M. 
Haines. Having been elected temporary speaker 
of the Lower House of the Legislature, be refused 
to abdicate, and defied 152 members to put him out 
By his course he prevented the canvassing of the 
State returns at the time set by law, and staved off 
the inauguration of Governor Oglesby and the other 
State officers. By a stretch of imagination, his 
conduct of affairs, and his manner on the floor re- 
minded me of the time Oliver Cromwell, with 
threatening brow, marched iuto the middle of En- 
gland's legislative hall, clapped bis hat on his head, 
stamped his foot and shouted: 

„Gentlemen, this Parliament is adjourned"—and 
the members thereof skipped out the doors and 
windows as if he had turned a mad-dog loose. 

“Mr. Speaker.“ some gentieman would yell. 

“Well, what does the gentleman want?“ Haines 


would ask. 

I want to state a motion,” the gentleman would 
say. 

“What's it about?“ Haines would inquire—and if 
the member refused to say, then Haines would de- 
clare him out of order. One could not help admire 
his infinite nerve and seilf-assurance. Besides, he

seemed inexhaustibie. Haines has been a pict- 
uresque ficure in Illinois politics for a quarter of a 
century and knows all about political parties. for 
he has tried them all.

SPECIAL JURIES. 


New Bill in the Senate—What the Jury 
Commissioner Thinks of It. 

A bili was recently introduced into the Senate at 
Jefferson City by Senator McGinnis to amend the 
special jury law as it now exists in the State. It 
provides, in substance, that the special juries shall 
be selected by the Jury Commissioner instead of by 
the Sheriff, as heretofore; that no one shall be 
compelled to serve on a jury, either petit or 
special, oftener than once a year, and 


that it shall rest within the discretion of the court 
whether or not a special jury may be called to try a 
case.. As this bill would throw the selection of all 
juries into the commission office a Post-Dispatcu 
reporter calied upon Jury Commissioner James I. 
Carlisle to obtain his opinion of it. Mr. Carlisle 
sakl: While it is not exactly the proper thing for 
me to deprecate the passage of the bill in its pres- 
ent shape or any it may a-sume before its passage. 
still I must say I think it is defective and 1 
can show where. Inthe first place it provides that 
no man shall be compelled to serve on any jury 
more than once a year. Now in 1883 there were Us 
special juries ordered. In 1584 there were 9 
ordered, making a total of 194 — juries of 24 
men ac for the two years or 4, special jurors. 
In summoning a special jury the Sheriff orders a 
panel of 50 men— use a certain percentage are 
excused, anda certain number have either left the 
city or have changed their residences, so that they 
cannot be found. in order to obtain a jury under 
the pew law, the court would have to order 3 
men.

Lawyers, However, Eagerly Demand a 


Stories. 


But very few occurrences of late have been at- 
tended with more interest tothe legal fraternity 
than the introduction by Senator McGinnis of bis 
bill to reorganize the Justice Court system of this 
city, The principal provisions of the bill are, those 
which seek to diminish the number of Justices 
to six, to abolish the fee system and pay them a 
yearly salary of $2,500 each, and to make it obliga- 
tory that a Justice of the Peace be a member of the 
St. Louisbar. In order to see how the bill was re- 
garded by those most interested a Posr-Disraron 
reporter called upon several of them, and ascer- 
tained their views upon the subject. The first 
person called upon was Justice P. J. Taaffe, who 
said that he had not even a copy of Mr. McGinnis’ 
bill but that he had heard it discussed in 4 general 
way. On the whole he was inclined to think that 
the bill was a good one; at the same time he d d not 
believe that it would as ic would meet witha 
strong opposition. On he subtest of reducing the 
number of Justices he exp the opinion that the 
smaller number mentioned would be to transact 
all the business. There were at present fourteen 
Justices of the Peace in the city and seventeen Jus- 
tices, whose yearly incomes did not average uD 
nearly as much as the proposed salary of 82.500. In 
fact. it was doubtful whether many of the Justices 
would feel antagonistic to the bill if they could 
have the assurance that they would receive 
one of the six Justiceships. Mr. Taaffe was very 
outspoken on the fee question, stating that 
the provision in the bill providing to abolish ‘the 
present system and substitute salary,was one which 
should receive the support of the Legislature, as it 
was manifestly improper for the Ju to exer- 
cise the power of imposing fees when they were so 
deeply interested perso in the matter. On the 
subject of selection of Justices only from the 
MEMBERS OF THE BAR, 

Mr. Taaffe preferred to maintain a dignified 
silence. 

Judge Ryan said that he felt considerable delicacy 
about discussing a subject in which he had such a 
strong personal interest. At the same time he be. 
lieved he could do sd from a perfectly unbiassed 
standpoint. He would not give anopinionin re- 
gard to the probable fate of the bill, but stated that 
this was by no means the first time that the 


— 


attempt had been made to change the 
present Justice's Court system of the city. 
Ou more than one occasion previously the isla- 


ture hud been asked to decrease the number of Jus- 
tice distrie s and to abolish the fee system, but 
they had failed to do so. It might be considered by 
many that the present number of Justices was too 
large, and it was undoubtedly true that many of 
them made far less annually than the salafy men- 
tioned in the bill, but it was nevertheless true that 
there was always developed considerable eagerness 
of the incumbents to retain their positions and for 
outsiders to secure them. We believe that there 
were evils connected with the system whose cure 
was not aimed at in the bill, Sut which certainly 
ougnt to be legislated upon. One of these was the 


facility with which changes of venue were 
secured by litigants. Under the law, as 
at present existing, all that was 
necessary for A litigant to obtain 


ac ance of venue wasto make affidavit that he 
beiieved the Just.ce or the people in the district In 
which the suit was brought was prejudiced against 
him. This promoted a terrible amount of cold- 
blooded perjury, litigants who had had no previous 
acquaintanve with the Justice having no hesitation 
in filing the necessary affidavit in support of a 
change of venue. It only costs fifty cents to file the 
affidavit, and as five days’ delay is thus gained, giv- 
ing tenants in landlords’ cases, for instance, pos- 
sesion of the house for that length ot time, the 
temptation to indulge in what is really nothing else 
than downright perjury is generaliy irrestibib.e. i 
would not care to express an individual opinion on 
the fee question further thantosay that, if the 
fees chargeable are too heavy, it is within the 
POWER OF THE LEGISLATURE 
to regulate them, without substituting a fixed 
salary in their place as is proposed. On the question 
of whether a Justice of the Peace should be a law- 
yer, I would rather not express my opinion. | 
Justice Patrick Sheehan, when asked about he bill 
said: “It is not becoming in me one wav or an- 
other to express an opinion upon the bil!—being 
myself a Justice of the Peace but on general prin- 
ciples I do not favor it.“ 
* W hy ** 
“Because it will not remedy the alleged evil. If 
you could tack onto it a provision that two-thirds of 
the lawyers of St. Louis, from whom the new Jus- 
will selected, should be capable 
of passing an examination such as 
candidates for admission to the barare now re- 
quired to — then it might do some good. But 
you take the present set of Justices of the Peace of 
this city, and I think you will findthem to be 
about as honorable and uprightfa set of men, as cap- 
able of deciding the cases brought before them as 
any new set liable to be selected froin the lower 
ranks of the legal profession. They know fully as 
much law, and God help them if they didn’t." 

“How about the salary?” 
“After paying expenses the Justices of St. Louis 
will not average a like 82.500 a year, and 
some think themselves fortunate if they make a 
living. Senator McGinnis was very sweepme in his 
assertions about the Justices of St. Lou.s, but I defy 
him, orany other man.to showa single case in 
wh ch I solicited custom.”

said: “I bave not read this, bili consequently cannot 
give an opinion regarding it.

cumber knows she has no business? The latest bit 
of quiet gossip in this line is that the ladies of Wash- 
ington society generally are talking of forming a 
Mutual Protective and Economic Association, the 
oqject of which is to protect themselves against a 
few of the extremely wealthy people who have set- 
tled down here and are appalling society“ with 
the lavish expenditure of money which marks their 
social career. The most strongly marked case of 
this sort is that of the Leiter family of Chicago. 
Mr. Leiter is a millionaire, as everybody knows. 
Mrs. Leiter is a lady of excellent taste and address. 
Their house is the Blaine mansion, élegantly fur- 
nished, and their entertainments are not limited in 
any possible way when the question of expense 
comes in. They have not been at all ostentatious in 
their display of wealth, but the quietand yet prompt 
manner in which they ladle out the dollars when 
anything social comes along is 
PERFECTLY GALLING 
to the average society person of Washington, for it 
must be rembered that society“ here is not like 
that article in other cities. It is made up of people 
who are supposed tobe entitled to recognition by 
reason of their position or “brains” or titles or 
clothes, rather than because of their wealth. Not 
half the Cabinet people are wealthy, and not one in 
ten of the members of Congress has any consider- 
able means to expend in a social way, while none of 
the army or navy people were ever known to be 
guilty of more than a month's salary in advance of 
their present requirements. The result is 
that the requirements of the social world are very 
heavy for them in a financial way. And yet they 
must bear them with serenity if they are to keep 
up in the game, no matter what the sacrifices at 
home, And to have some fellow who has been all 
his life making a big fortune by athing so vulgar 
as business.“ come along and settle down in their 
midst and outshine them all, and in such a quiet 
way, too—it is more than they can endure without 
protest. And so there isn’t talk about the formation 
of a Mutnal Protective and Economic Association 
the particular business of which it shall be to 
“cut” afew of these expensive people who are 
making so many unhappy homes in the social world 
here by the race for display and social expenditure 
that they have inaugurated.
